Custody of the child was giv en 
the mother, Mrs. Isabell Bennett, 
43, Indianap olis, when the coup le 
was div orced two y ears ago. Mrs. 
Bennett is a Presby terian. 
Dr. Lillian G. Moulton, a child

NATO Diplomats

PARIS UH—U. S. Secretary of 
State Dulles told the NATO Coun­ 
cil of Ministers here today that 
while it was obv ious the Russians 
had rev iv ed the cold war, no at­ 
omic war is ex p ected. 
The American diplo mat, dis­ 
cussing zig-zagging o f So v iet p ol­ 
icy so far this y ear, p ointed to 
“ dangero us” trends by 
the Reds 
especially in the Middle 
East 
and So uthern Asia. 
He added, howev er, that the 15- 
nation Atlantic Allied alliance had 
ov ercome greater dangers in the 
p ast by remaining 
v igilant 
and 
united. 
Dulles recalled that when the 
NATO council m et a y ear ago it 
was in the shadow of Sov iet threats 
of awful things to come if the al­ 
lies 
fulfilled 
their 
intention 
of 
bringing West Germany into their 
group ing, with the right to rearm 
again. The worst of those threats 
nev er materialized, Dulles noted. 
Dulles argued that the Russians 
hav e been able to p ose new threats 
in the Middle East and South Asia 
by p lay ing on the emotionalism of 
those areas and by offering “ ap ­ 
p arent aid.”

No one looked v ery 
p retty in th is one.

Take th e case of Sp ain. Since 
%1946 th e U. N. h ad ap p rov ed a se­ 
ries of resolutions to keep Sp ain 
out. In 4945 th e United States sug- 
[ ' gested th e Sp anish p eop le ough t to 
get rid of th eir dictator, Francis­ 
co Franco. 
Russia was just as op p osed to 
U. N. membersh ip for Sp ain. But 
time p assed. Th e cold w’ar began. 
And th e United States wanted mil­ 
itary bases in Sp ain as outp osts 
against R u s s i a n attack. Sp ain 
(^agreed. 
Russia, anx ious to get some of 
h er satellites into th e U.N., knew 
sh e couldn’t if sh e tried to block 
Sp ain, wh ich now h ad U. S. sup ­ 
p ort. Th e result: Wednesday Sp ain 
was 
admitted 
ov erwh elmingly , 
with th e United States and Russia 
v oting for h er. 
Take th e case of Outer Mongolia, 
wh ich declared itself a rep ublic in 
1945 and was recognized th e same 
fcy ear by Nationalist Ch ina. In 1946 
th e United States and Nationalist 
Ch ina both backed Outer Mongolia 
for U. N. membersh ip . 
But in 1947 Mongolian and N a­ 
tionalist Ch inese troop s were figh t­ 
ing and Nationalist Ch ina, an ally 
of th is country , ch anged its mind. 
And so did th e United States. Time 
p assed. 
Th is fall th e U. N. members — 
in order finally to get in some of 
% th e nations wh ich h ad been cry ing 
for membersh ip in th e U. N. for 
y ears — worked out a deal: 18 
new members would be adm itted; j 
fiv e of th em, including Outer Mon­ 
golia. would be Sov iet satellites; 
th e oth er 13 would be nonsatellites. 
Russia warned th at if h er satel­ 
lites were v etoed — a v eto could 
keep out an ap p licant for m em ber­ 
sh ip — sh e’d v eto th e 13 nonsatel­ 
lites. Th e United States didn’t want 
Ml Outer Mongolia in. But th is coun­ 
try was under p ressure by th e oth ­ 
er U. N. members not to wreck th is 
deal. It agreed not to use th e v eto. 
So it abstained from v oting at all 
on Outer Mongolia. 
Th e United Sp ates also urged Na­ 
tionalist Ch ina not to use th e v eto, 
But th e Ch inese p aid no attention 
and v etoed membersh ip for Outer 
Mongolia. Th is got p ractically ev ­ 
ery body sore in th e U. N., includ- 
| | ing Russia, wh ich kep ts its th reat 
to v eto th e 13 nonsatellite coun­ 
tries. 
Th is was Tuesday and th ings 
were in a fix . Th e United States 
and Russia were blaming each oth ­ 
er for blowing up th e wh ole p lan. | 
Th en Russia p rop osed a comp ro- 
moise: it would let Outer Mongolia 
stay v etoed but in turn would v eto 
membersh ip for Jap an and th en all 
th e oth ers—a total of 16 nations !

At any rate, a study made In 
various English hospitals has dis­ 
closed some interesting statistics 
concerning blood groups, peptic 
ulcers and stom ach cancer. 


Peptic Ulcers 
This survey of more than 3,000 
p a tie n ts show s th a t p ro p o r­ 
tionately peptic ulcers are most 
common in persons with type “O” 
blood. And, statistically, cancer 
of the stom ach is found more fre­ 
quently in persons with type "A” 
blood. But each type has some re­ 
deeming characteristics. 
F u rth e r stu d ies show th a t 
while type “A” persons are less 
apt to get peptic ulcers, type “O” 
blood apparently affords some 
advantages in regard to cancer 
of the stom ach. 
Those who ap p ear to have the 
most advantage are persons with 
type “B.” Relatively few of them 
have either peptic ulcer or stom ­ 
ach cancer, the report asserts. — 
Other Diseases 
Of course, there are other dis­ 
eases, many, m any of 
them, 
which have not been checked for 
blood group association. 


The studies did show, however, 
th a t among patients with cancer 
of the colon, breast, rectum or 
bronchus there was no significant 
excess 
in any specific blood 
grouping. 
Diseases showing excessive sus* 
capability among single blood 
groups are diseases of the stom­ 
ach. The vast m ajority of per­ 
sons. about three-quarters of 
them , secrete their blood group 
substance in the gastric juice. 
British Studies 
A theory derived from the Brit­ 
ish studies Is that the “A” sub­ 
stance may tend to cguse cancer 
while both the “A” and “B” types 
offer a protection against pepult 
ulcer and “O’* and “B” protect 
against stomach cancer. Why this 
may be so, we don’t know. Struc­ 
turally, the “A," “B "and “O” sub­ 
stances are similar. 
Eventually, science may solve 
this riddle.

Farm animals in snug Winter 
quarters need fresh air. With it 
they are healthier and produce 
more milk, more meat, more eggs. 
Proper ventilation can pay off in 
most farm buildings housing live­ 
stock, whether they are beef cat­ 
tle shelters, dairy bams, or poul­ 
try or farrowing houses, I. P. 
Blauser, extension agricultural en­ 
gineer of Ohio State University, 
says. 
The big problem involved in 
good ventilation is ridding live­ 
stock quarters of stale air and 
excessive moisture. Each day a 
^ 1,000'pound dairy cow exhales 2 
gallons of water; IOO hens more 
than 4 gallons. 
Animals also produce heat which 
warms the air and increases its 
moisture holding capacity. When 
the warm fair touches cold walls 
and ceilings the moisture in it con­ 
denses, causing damp buildings 
and wet bedding and litter. 
In a well ventilated building the 
warm, moist air is drawn out and 


the cool, dry air is brought in. An 
electric fan often can be used to 
do this job, Blauser says. How­ 
ever, each building represents a 
special problem. 
In 
tightly constructed build­ 
ings he suggests draft-free 
in­ 
takes. They should be well dis­ 
tributed and provide about 
60 
square inches of intake opening 
for each 250 square feet of floor 
area. 
Fans may be installed in a con­ 
venient window or near the ceil­ 
ing level, the engineer explains. 
This helps keep them away from 
dust, dirt and animals. An exhaust 
duct extended to within 15 or 20 
inches of the floor will help re­ 
move the cooler air and carbon 
dioxide near the floor level.

Nov . 30, 1957 . Bu t now it will take 
sev en months longer to bu ild it, 
Bradley said. 
Nex t Tu esday the departm ent 
opens bids on a host of projects, j 
many of them large. These are 
being scanned to see if steel short 
ages will cau se delay s bey ond es­ 
timated constru ction time. 
Linzell said that where once con 
tractors cou ld get deliv ery of stru c­ 
tu ral steel in 60-90 day s, they are 
being told by steel mills that it 
will now take 10-12 months to fill 
orders.
